be  drastically  reduced,  and  some  of  this  land  will  likely  be  planted  to  upland*    the  safforc 
territory  will  probably  have  a  reduction  in  sxp  acreage,  probably  very  little  wilds  will  be 
planted,  and  the  acreage  of  upland  might  also  be  reduced.
